Brighter Houses Can be Built at 
Cheaper Rates

He maintained that "it 
would he pleasanter, healthier, and in 
the long run cheaper' to live within ii 
community planned .group of dwell- 
ings, such as can be : worked out on 
the co-partnership plan, than in a row 
of semi-detached houses, or in a de- 
tiiched house, with backs to look at, 
back yard» to look Into, and possibly 
at the morcy . of a neighbour whose 
tastes may bo. anytliinp, but-nice." . 

By il nuinber of lantern slides, .^Ir. 
Nobbs dcscrlbod the treatment of a 
suburban district on the iximmuiiity 
plan on which forty houses could be 
built on tho co-partnership .system, 
with a central healing plant and a 
central garago yard, as well tis com- 
mon tennis courts and children's i)lay- 
grounds. The bouses were so con- 
structed as to allow equal morning 
and afternoon sun, and an equally 
agreeable 'view to each ,of the tenants. 

"In a . co-parmcrHhip scheme for 
this project," said the speaker, "no 
person would at first hold more than 
«uy îî.OOO. so that a.Hsuming SOOO.OOO. 
to b« necessary, :(-IOO,000 of wh^cli 
could be borrowed, one hundred origi- 
nal nhureliolderti would' be required 
ThcHO woujcrelect a board of manage- 
ment to purchnso the land and ap- 
prove a layout providing playing 
grounds, Hrchltecliiral grouping, hent- 
Ing iiJid garnging services. The com- 
pany would Ihon oroot and )ct houses 
lo pay six per cent on shares antï six 
per cent on loans, and after paying 
maintenance and running iixpunsos, 
divide the profit.s and losses.

ber, to the McGill worlti ,t>f lft'25-26. 

In other words, in six week.s, spring, if not actually here, 
will be not very far away around the corner. Besides the disap- 
pearance of snow and the appearance of 'poets,' this date will be 
marked by the extinction of practically -all campus matters not 
actively pertaining to studies and examinations. 

Ff.r the McGill "Daily," which appeav.s on the first day 
that the University as a whole meet.< after the summer vaca- 
tion, continues as long as there are activities among the_ under 
graduates of the college of .sufficient interest to warrant the 
publication of a daily paper.

EARLY CLOSING 



Arts students must now be fully certain that a new Arts 

Building is going to be built. Announcement that courses are 
to be cut .short brings ihe realization of that fact more forcibly 
home to them than any nûmber of steam shovels rattling the 
ancient edifice and filling the classrooms with tlic noise of their 
Ijpuffing. After all, a steam shovel is only a steam shovel, but 
livKeh lectures aj'e cut down, it is quite evident that something 
/jf- great import is going to happen. 

Thp announcement will call forth various comments and 
apinione fi'om the undergraduates concerned. To some, o.f 
course, it simply means that they can get away from the worries 
of .study and enjoy a holiday sn much earlier. Others welcome 
it. because in the spi-ing funds have a habit of running danger- 
uusly low and now these students will have an opportunity of 
amassing .sonv.' wealth instead of spending the little they now 
:have. Most, jji'obably, have no ob,iection to the early closing of 
lectures, but many will view with alarm the corresponding eai'li- 
;nes5 of the day of itickoning. Now tliat the date is definitely 
set for t he middle of April they will pray that lectures end with 
March. Two weeks in which to study is pleasant to consider. 
ilHow much actual studying would be done in that two weeks is, 
^of course, an entirely different question, which they w'i.sely ig- 
nore. 

Howevei'. any plan for lectures and examinations arranged 
by the faculty to me«l the peculiar circumstances would call 
ibr.th;,both approval and disapproval. The one chosen probably 
siïiïs'iihem best, and from the general student viewpoint it is as 
satisfactory as any other. 

The deci.sion to hold Convocation on the twenty-eighth of 
May, on the other hand, is .bound to cause disapppintment and 
dissatisfaction among many members of the graduating classes. 
It seems only l'ai)- that .some exception be made this year to the 
"in absentia" Convocation I'uling. Students whose homes are 
iar from Montreal cannot be expected to stay in the city for a 
niontih doing nothing, while the cost of travelling home and 
back again is for many very considerable. In view of the ex- 
traordinary conditions existing this year is would seem that 
some change from the rulings of the past could fjuite justifiably 
;bejnade.
